“The Tribune” Makes Diligent In- 
quiry, but Gets no Trace of State’s 
Attorney’s “Murdered Man.“ 


Tus TRisUNeE yesterday began what prom- 
ises to be one of the most difficult investiga- 
tlors it ever has undertaken. It is trying to 
locate States Attorney Hoynes private 
corpse—name unknown. Trained investi- 
gators have been put on the assignment. 
Yesterday the investigators met with little 
luck. They are determined men, however. 
They intend to pursue the corpse to the grave. 

The corpse in question is that described by

Dr. L. D. Rogers, head of the National 
Maternity Home, in whose back yard a 
cadaver was dug up by a TRIBUNE reporter 
some time ago, was sought, but could not be 
found.

AUTO KILLS GIRL; 
THIEF ROBS BODY 


Miss Anna Crowe Crushed to 
Death on Way Home 
from Work. 


MAN RUN OVER BY TRUCK. 


Two more names yesterday were addded 
to the death roll for the month by automo- 
biles. The victims are Miss Anna Crowe of 
25 East Fiftieth street and Peter Mangano of 
1478 Grand avenue. 

Miss Crowe, who was a ticket seller for the 
South Side Elevated company, was leaving 
her work at the Thirty-first street station and 
crossing the street to take a car home 
at 3 o'clock in the afternoon, when 
an automobile, driven by Peter F. Bush of 
3231 Mosspratt street, came east in Thirty- 
first street. Miss Crowe hesitated in cross- 
ing, according to witnesses, and started back. 
Bush attempted to ewerve his machine away, 
but the tires caught in the car tracks. The 
machine knocked Miss Crowe down and 
passed over her body. She died shortly after 
reaching the Provident hospital. 


Steals Dying Woman’s Handbag. 

In the crowd which gathered around the 
body of Miss Crowe as she lay on the pave- 
ment was some one who stole her handbag. 
As a resuit there was no means of identify- 
ing her and her body lay in the hospital 
nearly three hours before her brother-in- 
law, Daniel Flaherty, of 3434 Union avenue, 
heard of the case and, knowing Miss Crowe 
was missing, went to the hospital and identi- 
fied the body. 

Bush, the driver of the automobile, was 
arrested and held in the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue station on a charge of assault. He de- 
clared Miss Crowe fell in front of hie ma- 
chine. Mies Crowe was 23 years old and 
had come to this country from Ireland two 
years ago. 


Claims He Was Driving Slowly. 

“I was not driving rapidiy. Bush told 
the police. dhe stumbled as she crossed 
the street and fell directly in front of the 
machine. I was going so slowly I was able to 
stop my car within ten feet of the place 
where I struck the woman.“ 

As soon as the accident occurred a large 
crowd gathered around the body. Police 
rushed up and an ambulance was called. 
Provident hospital is only a few blocks 
away, and the injured woman was taken 
there. In the meantime the police looked 
about the scene for the handbag which wit- 
messes said she had when she was struck. 
It could not be found, and the police were 
led to the conclusion it had been stolen by 
dome One in the crowd. 


Crushed to Death Under Truck. 

Peter Managno was crossing Grand avenue 
near Halsted street when an automobile truck 
owned by the American Can company and 
driven by John Lindstrom of 15 North Sixth 
avenue, Maywood, struck him and passed 
over his body. He died shortly after reaching 
the Norwegian Deaconess hospital.

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SIR OLIVER LODGE 
SEES DESTINY FOR 
MAN AFTER DEATH 


British Scientist Contends That 
Personality Persists Be- 
yond the Grave. 


TALKS OF FUTURE LIFE 


Long Awaited Address. Takes Up 
Relation of Science Toward 
Religion. 


POINTS 10 MEMORY AND AFFECTION 


BIRMINGHAM, England, Sept. 10.—Sir 
Oliver Lodge tonight in his long awaited ad- 
dress before the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, of which he is pres- 
ident, discussed the topic of “ Continuity,” 
touching frankly on the problem of life after 
death. 

He declared his conviction that “ occur- 
rences now regarded as occult can be exam- 
ined and reduced to order by the methods of 
acience carefully and persistently applied,’ 
and that “already the facts so examinec 
have convinced me that memory and affec- 
tlon are not limited to that association with 
matter by which alone they can manifest 
themselves here and now, and that personal- 
ity persists beyond bodily death.“ 

Sir Oliver further said that“ the evidence to 
my mind goes to prove that discarnate intel- 
ligence under certain conditions may inter- 
act with us on the material side and that 
“ we may hope to attain some understanding 
of the nature of a larger, perhaps ethereal, 
existence and of the conditions regulating 
intercourse across the chasm.” 


Great Interest in Atomism. 

Sir Oliver finds that “a marked feature of 
the present scientific era is the discovery of 
and interest in various kind of atomiem, so 
that continuity seems in danger of being lost 
sight of. 

“ Another feature is to deny the existence of 
anything which makes no appeal to organs of 
sense and no ready response to laboratory 
experiment.” 

Against these tendencies the author con- 
tends He urges a belief in ultimate con- 
tinuity as essential to sciente; he regards 
scientific concentration as an adequate 
basis for philosophic generalization; and he 
points out that the nonappearance of any- 
thing perfectly uniform and omnipresent is 
only what should be expected and ie no argu- 
ment against its real, substantial existence 


Progress and Skepticism. 

In his remarks leading up to these declara- 
tions Sir Oliver said: 

„ Eliminating from our purview, as is al- 
ways necessary, a great mass of humar 
activity, and limiting ourselves to a scrutiny 
on the side of pure science alone, let us ask 
what, in the main, is the characteristic of 
the promising, though perturbing period, i~ 
which we live. Different persons would give 
different answers, but the answer I venture 
to give is—rapid progress, combined witu 
fundamental skepticism. 

“With the realization of predicted ether 
waves in 1888, the discovery of X-rays i> 
1895, spontaneous radioactivity in 1896, and 
the isolation of the electron in 1808, expecta. 
tion of further achievement became vivid. 
and novelties, experimental, tneoretical, and 
speculative, have been showered upon us ever 
since this century began. That is why } 
speak of rapid progress.” 


Explains Fundamental Skepticism. - 

Sir Oliver explained by fundamenial skep- 
ticlam that he did not mean the well worn 
and almost antique theme of theological 
skepticism.” That controversy is practically 
in abeyance just now. 

„In physiology the conflict ranges round 
vitallsm,“ he said. In chemistry the de- 
bate concerns atomic structure. In biology 
the dispute is on the laws of inherita nde. 
in economic and political science, or soci- 
ology, what Is there that is not under discus- 
sion? In the vast group of mathematical 
and physical sciences present day criti- 
cism concerns what, if I had to express it in 
one word, I should call continuity. 


Must Have Some Destiny. 

Then Sir Oliver, reverting to the more 
abstruse questions of life, said: 

Either we are immortal beings or we are 
not. We may not know our destiny, but we 
must have a destiny of some sort. Those 
who make denials are just as likely to bs 
wrong as those who make assertions. In 
fact, denials are assertions thrown into nega- 
tive form. Science may not beable to reveal 
human destiny, but it certainly should not 
obscure it. 

„Things are as they are, whether we find 
them out or fot: and if we make rash and 
false statements, posterity will detect us—if 
posterity ever troubles its head about us. I 
am one of those who think that hhe methods 
of science are not so limited in their scope 
as has been thought; that they can be ap- 
plied much more widely and that the psychie 
region can be studied and brought under law, 
too. Allow us anyhow to make the attempt. 
Give us a fair feld.“ 


Stop Short of Goal. 

Attacking the school of arbitrary scien- 
tista, Who attempt to account for all things 
by precise scientific laws, he said: 

„ They account for things up to a point. 
But do they account for everything com- 
pletely? Do they account for our own feel- 
ing of joy and exaltation, for our sense of 
beauty, for the manifest beauty existing 
throughout nature? Do not these things 
suggest something higher and nobler and 
more joyous, something for the sake of 
which all the struggle for existence goes on? 

„ gurely there must be deeper meaning in- 
volved in natural objects, Orthodox expian- 
ations are only partial, though ‘rue as far 
ag they go. Flowers attract insects for fer- 


SOLVE SPIEGEL 


PEARL ROBBERY 


Detectives Capture Maid and 
Find Jewels Packed in 
Trunks with Other 
Valuables, 


LOOT TAKEN IN SATCHEL. 


Traced from Winnetka Rest- 
dence to Negress’ Home 
in South State 
Street. 


The mystery of the Winnetka jewel rob- 
bery was solved last night by the arrest of 
Julia Yates, a negro maid, who gave up 
$13,500 worth of jewelry, daces, silks, and 
other valuables stolen from her former em- 
ployer, Joseph Spiegel, president of the 
Spiegel House Furnishing company. Sue had 
been in the Spiegel household for ten years. 

Burns detectives found the Yates woman 
in the house of a friend at 2619 Wentworth 
avenue. She finally confessed that she stole 
all the articles that the Spiegels had lost. 
She took the detectives to her home at 4780 
South State street and there unlocked trunk 
after trunk in which she had packed away all 
the valuables. 

The Yates woman told the police she had 
not been herself for six months since 
an illness affected her brain. She said she 
thought she was under the spell of a hoo- 
doo.“ 


Shows She Has Money. 

“I never before took anything that didn’t 
belong to me,“ she said. But lately I have 
had a feeling every time I saw something 
valuable that I had to take it. I never solid 
any of the stuff. I have money of my own. 

I have three veils over my head, one over 
my right eye and two more over my left eye, 
and this has caused me to steal. Some one 
put this hoodoo on me and I can’t shake it 
off. If you could get some doctor to take 
the spell of these veils off of me I would 
be all right. I have been this way since 
February, when I became sick.“ | 

The woman had $35 in cash and a deposit 
book on a Winnetka bank showing $150 on de- 
posit. She was locked up in the woman's 
annex at the Thirty-fifth street police sta- 
tion. The matron found a gold lorgnette 
with a silk and gold chain hidden in the 
maid's clothing. 


Necklace Most Valuable. 

The most valuable jewelry recovered was 
a necklace with ninety-three pearis which 
had been in the Spiegel family for a number 
of years. It originally contained fifty pearis, 
but one had been added each year since its 
presentation in celebration of anniversaries. 
The Spiegels believe the greater part of the 
jewels were stolen on Labor day, at which 
time the family was out of the house at- 
tending a funeral. Mrs. Spiegel discovered 
the robbery when later she looked for a cer- 
tain waist which contained some rare lace in 
the family for years. It was missing. A 
search was made and other articles were 
missed.

On her last 
trip on Sunday she was followed by Detect- 
ives W. H Cody and Thomas G. Hanson of

Albany, N. T.. Sept. 10.—That counsel! for 
Harry K. Thaw will make the most of New 
York state’s gubernatorial mixup in attempts 
to block the fugitive’s return to this state 
from New Hampshire is expected by state 
officials and supporters of both Gov. Sulzer 
and Acting Gov. Glynn. 

Attorney General Carmody already had 
taken steps to bring about Thaw’s return on 
extradition papers based upon a charge that 
Thaw escaped from Matteawan hospital as 
the result of a conspiracy. 

Acting Gov. Glynn stands ready to sign the 
requisition for extradition as soon as it is pre- 
sented by District Attorney Conger of Dutch- 
ess county, in which the Matteawan hospital

Angers New York Official. 

Attorney General Carmody was indignant 
over the action of the Canadian authorities 
in releasing Thaw without giving notice to 
New York state officials.

Glynn and Attorney 
General Carmody took steps to locate Thaw 
and bring about his return to this state as 
soon as they learned he had been deported 
from Canada. Duplicate telegrams were 
sent to the governors of New Hampshire., 
Maine, Vermont, and Massachusetts, re- 
questing the detention of the fugitive. 

In addition, the attorney general directed 
William Travers Jerome and Deputy Frank- 
lin Kennedy, who left Canada yesterday, te 
proceed at once to New Hampshire and con- 
tinue their efforts to have Thaw returned to 
this state. 


Thaw’s Fate with New Hampshire. 

Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 10.—“ Any action 
that I may taken in the Thaw case Wil be 
governed largely by the recommendations of 
Attorney General Tuttle,’ Gov, Samuel D. 
Felker said today. Gov. Felker said he had 
received no official notification as yet of 
Thaws presence in the state 3 
Attorneys for Thaw, he said, had tele- 
phoned him from NewYork ashing for @ hear- 
ing in behalf of their client beiore any ac- 
tion on the proposed extradition proceedings 
against him should be taken. 

“In this, as in all other matters of the 
kind,“ the governor said, “I rely on the 
attorney general for legal advice. He is a 
man of experience in such matters.“ | 

The governor added that in his opinion it is 
discretionary with the governor whether to 
grant a hearing or not. 


THAW IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Colebrook, N. H., Sept. 10—Harry Kendall 
Thaw, fugitive from Matteawan, slept on 
American soil tonight, barricaded in a hotel 
room here, after one of the most exciting 
days in his career. 

Thrust unexpectedly over the Canadian 
border early today despite the writ of habeas 
corpus demanding his production before the 
king’s bench in Montreal next Monday, he 
was for three hours a free man, and during 
that time drove madly in an automobile for 
fifty futile miles through the hills of Vermont 
and New Hampshire. 

Near noon he ran into the arme of a New 
Hampshire sheriff and was brought to Cole- 
brook, where be retained counsel to resist 
extradition. 


Jerome Arrives at Colebrook. 

William Travers Jerome arrived here on 
a special train tonight and will assume 
charge of the case for New York state tomor- 
row, seeking to have Thaw, as a ward of the 
state, returned to Matteawan. 

Meantime Thaw is “ detained,” charged 
with no crime, held on no warrant. Fearing 
kidnaping at the hands of officers from New 
‘York, he asked for a special guard, and Chief 
of Police Kelley swore in twelve special 
deputies, all armed. They were patrolling 
the streets about Thaw's hotel tonight. 

At 9:30 o'clock tomorrow morning Judge 
R. N. Chamberlain of the Superior court 
will hear the applications of Thaw’s lawyers 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Thaw himself issued this statement to- 
Oe aha occurred under the English flag 
this morning is something I cannot Mecurs. 
but we bel eve good Canadians will do what 
is right. Now I have come to New Hamp 
shire. but only on my diMoult way home to 
Pennsylvania. 

„ There is no honest legal charge against 
me and we trust New Hampshire won't ee 
cept any subterfuge from a few officials of a 
larger state. 

“We hope citizens of New Hampshire 
who wont be biuffed will write the gov- 
ernor.”

Crowds poured in Colebrook tonight as if 
there was a circus i@ own. Hotel corridors 
were crowded. Thaw sent out more than 
Gfty telegrams. Among others he has re- 
quested to come here is ex-Gov. Stone of 
Pennsylvania. 


Story of Thaw Deportation. 

Thaw's ejection from Canada began with 
the breaking of a window. Aroused from his 
cot in the immigration detention room at 
Coaticook and told he was to be taken across 
the border at once, he flew into a rage, picked 
up a heavy glass tumbler, and with all his 
might hurled it at the head of the nearest 
immigration officer. The official dodged and 
the tumbler crashed through a window and 
Was smashed on the station platform below. 
‘Five minutes later Thaw was half carried. 
haf dragged down the stairs, forced into a 
waiting automobile, wedged between two 
dominion police, and whirled toward Norton 
Mills, Vt., nine miles away. 

He protested throughout the short trip, but 
his guards ignored him. At 8:55 he was 
whisked past a gray stone slab marking the 
Boundary, and like a rabbit being released, 
was set gently down on a bit of open ground. 


Acts Like Lost Child. 


He whimpered in bewilderment. He looked 
Sorth, south, east, and west, as if trying to 
dec'Ce which way to go. Half a dozen idlers 
a@tepped toward him timidly, but none tried 
to ay hands on him. 

For perhaps half a minute Thaw stood 
there, his hat pulled over his eyes, his hair 
awry, his face unshaven, his clothes rumpled. 
“Then, as there was nothing else to do, he 
climbed into the automobile of a newspaper 
correspondent and asked to be driven away. 

„ Take me to the New Hampshire line,” 
De implored. ‘ Jerome has got the attorney 
general of Vermont fixed. In New Hamp- 
shire I believe I would have a fighting chance 
against extradition. Maybe we can reach a 
allroad somewhere and I can buy a through 
ticket to Detroit.” 


Rambles in His Talk. 


Talking incoherently of Detroit, his law- 
vers, his mother, and of writs of habeas 
corpus, he was driven east over a winding 
road, a stones throw from the boundary. At 
Averill, Vt, five miles on, the car stopped at 
a small summer hotel. Thaw had not 
breakfasted. He ordered bread and milk 
and gulped it down while he tried to get 
Montreal over the long distance telephone 
to inform his Canadian counsel and his 
mother of his predicament. 

But wires were bad and Thaw was excited, 

and he could make no connection. He strode 
out on the porch only to learn that the chauf- 
feur of the car had deserted. This man was 
Thomas Trihey, a substantial business man 
of Coticook, and he had volunteered to assist 
the newspaper men, but had not counted on 
siding Thaw. 

Besides, he had not reported his car on 
crossing the boundary, as required by the 
customs regulations, and was afraid of the 
consequences. Reluctantly he turned back, 
leaving Thaw fuming on the porch of the 
little hotel, and then came up Frank Cantin, 
@ lean French Canadian. He was driving a 
small four seated car and was ready to travel 
anywhere for money. 

“ Sure I will drive you to hell and back,” 

he assured the fugitive. 


Cautions Driver to Use Care. 


Thaw got in and so did the newspaper cor- 
respondents. Thaw clung tightly to a box 
of cigars, all the baggage he carried. 

The little car jumped away. Cantin evi- 
Gently thought it was a race for life. Thaw 
tried to appear calm. His hat was swept off, 
dust blinded his eyes. The little car took the 
Vermont hills like a squirrel. 

** Never mind my hat,” the fugitive shouted. 
But hold on there, driver, we don’ t want to 
break our necks.” 

Cantin pulled his car down to twenty 8. 
A farm wagon hove in sight. Thaw seemed 
frightened for a moment, then he settled 
back and tried to smoke. He could not talk 
‘@ennectedly; he could give no idea of what 
he purposed to do. After several miles the 
car swerved north and was back in Canads 
again. 


Races for New Hampshire. 


Cantin gave his car more fuel and the car 
fairly hummed through the town of Canaan, 
Vt. Ahead lay the Connecticut drive and be- 
yond it New Hampshire. Three minutes 
more and Thaw was parading about the pub- 
ne square of West Stewartstown. He wore 
a checked cap a newspaper man had lent 
him to replace the lost straw and made no 
attempt to conceal his identity. In fact, he 
appeared rather proud to let it be known 
who he was. Being in New Hampshire made 
him breathe easier, and he entered the hotel 
and tried again to get Montreal on the tele- 
phone. Everybody within fifty miles was 
trying to telephone, it seemed, and Thaw 
gave it up as a bad job. 

Come on Thaw said to his companions. 
“I want to strike a railroad and get to De- 
troit. 


Tries in Vain to Telephone. 


But he could not hold to this resolve and 
his inability to telephone anybody seemed 
to gall him. Less than four miles out of 
Stewartstown, running south and east. he 
made the chauffeur stop again. 

The farmhouse of Mrs. Martha Atherton, 
whose husband was away cooking for a lum- 
ber camp, stood well back from the road. 
Into the yard Thaw had the chauffeur drive 
and into the kitchen tramped Thaw. He had 
noticed a telephone wire running into the 
kitchen. 

Mrs. Atherton was out at the barn, but in 
the kitchen sat her aged step-grandmother, 
Mrs. Elvira Day. 

“I am Harry Thaw,” the stranger said. 

Mrs. Day apparently had not read the 
mewspapers much of late. “Is that 07 
she commented, mildly. “‘ What can I do 
for ou? 

“ May I telephone?” Thaw asked, taking 
off his hat for the first time. 

Tou surely may, sir.“ the old lady replied. 
We believe in being neighborly.” 

Thaw. smiled and went to the telephone 
and found it useless. He himself, though 
he apparentiy did not realize it, was re- 
sponsible for the situation. News of his 
liberation and wild automobile ride was be- 
img flashed over the countryside. 


Shock to Farmer’s Wife. 


Mrs. Atherton came in from the barn. 

“This is Mr. Thaw.“ Mrs. Day said in « 
matter of fact sort of way. 

Thaw rose and bowed. Mrs. Atherton was 
@tupefied. Apparently she had read the pa- 
pers and she was too overcome to move or 
speak. Here was Harry K. Thaw, slayer of 
Stanford White, calmly smoking a cigar in 
her kitchen. She gazed at him almost ca- 

‘ressingly, then offered him alimp hand. As 
Thaw took it she said: 

“ We are neighborly folks, Mr. Thaw, and 
if we can help you in any way we'd like to do 
it. Ill cook you a meal or hitch up the team 
er anything you say.“ 

Thaw declined assistance with thanks. 

“I must be going in a few momenta,” he 
eaid. 

He stepped to the telephone again, and 
when the operator told him getting Montreal 
then was out of the question he bade the two 
women good-by and hailed Cantin. 

Were going to Errol.“ he said. 


Realizes Capture Is Near. 

A quarter of a mile down the road wasa 
eloud of dust and under the cloud of dust was 
a big automobile. Thaw grew panicky. 
Somehow even at that distance the car had 
fer his 2 sinister look. 
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yet he didn't order the chauffeur tostop. The 
little car kept on. The big car stopped. 
There were three men init. One of them was 
a big man. They strung themselves across 
the road, and as the little car drew up the big 
man held up his hdnd. 

Stop,“ he cried, I'm the sheriff of Coos 
county.“ 

Thaw leaned forward and looked im the 
sheriff's face. In his heart he must have felt 
relieved; his face showed it. He was a pris- 
oner again, and the responsibility of being 
free and not knowing what to do was lifted. 
He shook the sheriff's hand cordially and 
with no word of protest or reproach climbed 
into the sheriff's machine. Under his arm 
he bore his cigars. 


Asks for Square Deal. 

“ Give me a square deal, sheriff, he asked. 
They did me dirt in Canada, and I hope for 
better treatment in New Hampshire.” 

The scene of the arrest was in front ofa 
county schoolhouse, near Stewartstown Hol- 
low; the time, 11:58; the distance from Cole- 
brook, roughly, seven miles. 

The sheriff's car started almost *

Over the bank are the offices of Thomas 
F. Johnson, one of the town's leading law- 
vers. Thaw was taken into the offices, and 
immediately retained Johnson as local coun- 
Also, he retained Merriam Shurtleff, o 
cousin of a Coaticook lawyer retained in the 
Thaw case; George Morris and Eri Oaks. 
He sought to retain J. N. Drew, a brother of 
the sheriff, but Drew is in Europe. 

Tonight he was put in room No. 6 at the 
Monadnock house, where counsel continued 
their parleys. 


MERELY CARRIED OUT LAW. 

Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 10.— I issued the war- 
rant for the deportation of Thaw which was 
acted upon this morning. I did it in pursu- 
ance of my duty as acting minister of the in- 
terlor.“ Judge Dobrty said. Il assume full 
responsibility for the deportation. The ac 
tion was taken after careful consideration. 
What was done was merely to carry out the 
law. 

Judge Doherty explained that the Canadian 
immigration law directed the seizure of per- 
sons who-were suspected of being undesir- 
able, their examination by a board of in- 
quiry and deportation. 

“Thaw was’ suspected, seized, examined, 
condemned. as an undesirable and now has 
been sent back whence he came and by tha 
same route, Judge Doherty added. 


Says Thaw’s Counsel Blundered. 

What about the court orders, the writ of 
prohibition and the writ of habeas corpus? 
he was asked. 

There has been a good deal of misunder- 
standing on these points, Judge Doherty re- 
plied. ‘** There was no writ of prohibition di- 
rected to the authorities who had Thaw tn 
custody. As for the writ of habeas corpus it 
was directed to the officer who bad Thaw in 
custody before the board of inquiry took ac- 
tion. It directed the official to produce Thaw 
on Monday. 

* By the operation of the immigration law, 
Thaw passed fromthe possession of the officer 
to where the writ of habeas corpus had been 
directed. He came by operation of the law 
into possession of other officials. There was 
no court order restricting them and nothing 
to prevent them executing the order for de- 
portation.“ 

Attorneys here said Thaw’s counsel blun- 
dered in failing to have the writs directed to 
the Canadian minister of justice instead of the 
minor officials 


MRS. THAW COLLAPSES. 

Montreal, Que., Sept. 10.—Mrs. Mary Cop- 
ley Thaw collapsed when informed that her 
son had been recaptured. All morning she 
had been trying to get him on the telephone 
at the various towns he passed through, and 
der agitation increased with each succeeding 
failure. 

When news arrived that her son was again 
in the hands of the authorities at Colebrook, 
N. H., Mrs. Thaw became unconscious, and 
a doctor was summoned. When she recov- 
ered consciousness her condition was 80 
grave that a trained nurse was employed to 
watch her constantly. 

Before hearing of the capture Mrs. Thaw 
issued the following statement: 

“This purposely deferred visit of myself 
and other relatives is purely a family mat- 
ter, prompted by affectionate interest in the 
son and brother, H. K. Thaw. 

It is not the intention of any of us to in- 
terfere in the slightest degree with H. K. 
Thaw or his counsel in the management of 
his case. It has been demonstrated already 
that he is abundantly able to manage his own 
affairs.”

It we 
dogmatize in a negative direction and say 
that.we can reduce everything to physics 
and chemistry, we gibbet ourselves as ludi- 
crously narrow pedants, and are falling short 
of the richness and fullness of our human 
birthright. How far preferable is the rev- 
erent attitude of the eastern poet: 

The world with eyes bent upon thy feet 
stands in awe with all its silent stars.“ 


' Trustees of the Truth. 

Men and brethren, we are trustees of the 
truth of the physical universe as sacientific- 
ally exploded; let us be faithful to our trust. 

Genuine religion has its roots deep down 
in the heart of humanity, and in the reality 
of things. It is not surprising that by our 
methods we fail to grasp it; the actions of 
the Deity make no appeal to any special 
sense, only a universal appeal, and our 
methods are, as we know, incompetent to 
detect complete uniformity. 

There is a principle of relativity here, 
and unless we encounter flaw or jar or 
change, nothing in us responds; we are deaf 
and blind therefore to the immanent gran-

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'TELLS OF LABOR’S |B 
FIGHT FOR LAWS 


" Gompere Testifies to House 
Committee That Effort Was 
Aid to Workers, 


‘OPPOSITION FROM N. A. M. 


| : . 

Stand of Rival Organ Alleged to 

Have Started with Ef- 
fort of Parry. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—Samuel 

Gompers, president of the American Federa- 

, tion of Labor, appeared late today asa wit- 
ness before the house lobby investigating 
committee, beginning an inquiry into or- 
ganized labor's efforts to influence legisla- 
tion by congress. 

Mr. Gompers, questioned by hie attorney, 
Jackson H. Ralston, gave the committee a 
detalied statement of the aims and purposes 
of the American Federation of Labor, frankly 
told of its efforts through a legislative com- 
mittee to influence congress toward the en- 
actment of legislation favorable to the work- 
ers, and said that, in this effort, opposition 
of the National Association of Manufacturers 
always had been encountered. 

“The only evidence that I and my colleagues 
ever have had as to the existence of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, he 
added. was vindictive antagonism to every- 
thing we advocated, no matter how humane.” 


Tells Aims of Federation. 

At the outset of his testimony Mr. Gompers 
was asked to state the aims of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

It aims, he said, to relieve the working 
people from burdensome long hours of toil; 
to protect them in their work, protect their | 
lives and health; to improve their material, 
moral, social, and political standing; to bring 
about a better condition for the toilers cf 
our country as a reward for services they 
render to society.” 

Tracing the history of legislation for the 
benefit of labor, Mr. Gompers claimed credit 
on behalf of the federation for the work of 
legislative committees in Washington and 
in many states, asserting that all labor legis- 
lation was constantly being urged upon legis- 
lative bodies through argument by represen. 
tatives of the working people. 


Tells Change of Manufacturers. 

The witness said the American Manufac- 
turers’ association had always been an anti- 
union or anti-labor organization. 

As a matter of fact.“ he said, the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers was not 
an anti-labor org utsation until Mr. D. M. 
Parry's declarat l in 1908 to the convention 
of that associat«n at New Orleans. Mr. 
Parry, as presidcnt, had his report printed. 
It was a virulent attack on all organized 
labor.

Diseovered at Inquiry Into New 
York Central Bond Issue. 


LINES 


Lake Shore and Other Systems Includ- 
ed in Proposed Combine.

Washington, D. C., Sept, 10.—[Special.—In 
connection with the interstate commerce com- 


missioh’s investigation of the proposed re- 


funding of New York Central 3% per cent 
bonds with 4 per cents amounting to $167,102,- 
400. it developed today that a great railroad 
consolidation is in contemplation. 

A brief filed on behalf of the New York 
Central seems to have excited certain stock- 
holders of that line as it recites that with 
the consent of stockholders of the two com- 
panies and when the required authorization 
of public authorities shall: have been given, 
it is proposed to consolidate the New York 
Central and Hudson River company, the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railway 
company, and certain other of the New York 
lines west of Buffalo.“ 

The brief adds that there is no present in- 
tention of including the Michigan Central 
railroad company in such Consolidation. 


No Definite Plan for Merger. 

What other lines are proposed to be brought 
into the formal consolidation is a matter 
which the commission is endeavoring to es- 
tablish. 

Albert H. Harris, representing the New 
York Central, declared that no definite plan 
had yet been made for the consolidation and 
that it had not been determined what roads 
would be included. 

A. R. Mackley, an agent of the comm!s- 
sion, asserted that the consolidation of the 
New York Central and Lake Shore will lead 
to the absorption under the consolidation of 
the Chicago, Indiana and Southern, the To- 
ledo and Ohio Central and the Pittsburgh and 
Lake Erie, which are controlled by the Lake 
Shore. 

J. Aspinwall Hodge, representing the dis- 
senting stockholders, contended that the pro- 
posed consolidation would violate the deci- 
tion of the United States Supreme court in 
the Northern Pacific case, and others. 


How Roads’ Stock Is Held. 

It appears that the New York Central owns 
90 per cent of the stock of the Michigan Cen- 
tral and something over 90 per cent of the 
„Lake Shore. The Lake Shore, in turn, now 
controls 51 per cent of the stock of the Nickel 
Plate railroad. 

It also developed during the hearing today 
that the New York Central controls the Rut- 
land railroad, which has rail and water con- 
nections between New York.and Chicago and 
that the New York Central also controls rail 
and water routes between New York and 
Chicago. 

J. Pierpont Morgan appeared before the 
commission yesterday and was briefly ex- 
amined. Mr. Morgan said that it was essen- 
tial that the new bond issue go through, as the 
financing either of the Lake Shore or the 
New York Central could not go on piecemeal 
forever. 


System Will Create Confidence. 


He said that by the issuing of one bond 
ured by a general mortgage of the com- 


| bined systems there will be developed a se- 


curity which in a short time would become 
recognized as a general system security and 
become more or less standard and one in 
which the people will have more confidence 
than they.svould have on mortgage bonds of a 
smaller system. 

The dissenting stockholders appear to be 
the only ones protesting against the issue of 
bonds. 

The commission did not conclude its in- 
vestlgation today and it will resume it at 
some future date. When completed the cor !- 

ission will forward its report to the senate.

Poisons obtainable at 
nearly all drug stores, he said, are respon- 
sible for the majority of the mysterious 
deaths which come to the attention of the 
coroner. Cheaply and easily obtained fire- 
arms were named as next in the order of

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FREES AUERBACH 


Man Once Convicted of Fisher 
Murder Given Liberty 
at Hersey. 


CASE TAKEN FROM JURY. 


Bench Accepts Claim of Defense 
That Evidence Showed 
No Guilt. 


Hersey, Mich. Sept. 10.—[(Special. }—After 
being tried twice for the murder of Harry 
Fisher of Chicago near Baldwin, the first time 
being convicted and sentenced to life unpris- 
onment at Jackson, Oscar M. Auerbach, also 
of Chicago, today was acquitted of the 
charge 

Judge Joseph Barton of Mecosta county, 
who presided for Judge C. A. Withey of the 
Osceola Circult court, took the case from the 
jury and ordered a verdict of not guilty 
entered. 

As the judge went over the ground of the 
testimony and pronounced the words that 
freed Auerbach the audience rose and gave 
hearty applause. 


Claims Made Before Judge. 

The prosecution rested this afternoon. 
Counsel Murfin for the defense then rose and 
asked that al] testimony said to have been giv- 
en in the first trial be stricken out and fol- 
lowed this with a request that Judge Barton 
direct a verdict of not guilty on the following 
grounds: 

First—No evidence in the case of any corpus 
delicti. 

Second—No evidence in this record to war- 
rant even a guess at the crime of murder. 


Father Killed on Farm. 

Harry W. Fisher was killed on his fruit 
farm near Baldwin last September. Auer- 
bach had been taken to the farm and in- 
stalled as manager by Fisher. One morning 
the men started out on a hunting trip. They 
took with them a 32 caliber rie and four 
cartridges. A short time later Auerbach 
went to the home of a farmer living nearby 
and told him that Fisher had been killed 
when his gun accidentally exploded by fall- 
ing from a stump. 

The body was taken to the Fisher home, 
where it is said the widow refused to look at 
it. An undertaker in Baldwin was called 
and asked to prepare the body for immediate 
shipment and was asked to say nothing of the 
occurrence. | 

This he refused to do, however, and he 
notified the sheriff, and an investigation fol- 
lowed. It was found that Fisher had been 
shot in the back, the bullet entering at right 
angles from the line of the back, and it was 
claimed it would have been impossible for 
such a wound to have been made by a gun 
discharged in the manner Auerbach said it 
was discharged. 

Tell of Swimming Parties. 

Auerbach was not taken into custody until 
after Mrs. Fisher had left Baldwin with the 
body, taking it west for burial. 

At the first trial witnesses told of swimming | 
a’.d berrying picking expeditions taken by 
Mre. Fisher and Auerbach, sometimes accom- 
panied by the two little Fisher children. 


RAILROAD ENGINEER WEEPS

“Big Bess’ He Drove for. Fifteen 
Years Ruined in $500,000 Shop Fire 
at Ninety-third Street.

QUITS UNDER FIRE 


Russell Ends Duties as Super- 
intendent After Charges 
| Are Made. 


RESULT OF AN INQUIRY. 


Boys Are Alleged to Have Been 
Beaten and Forced to Work 
Overtime. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 10.—R. A. Russell has 
relinquished the position of superintendent 
of the Hlinois state reformatory at Pontiac 
and Chief Clerk Trumbo Is acting as super- 


intendent. 

Ruseell’s resignation, to take effect Jan. 
1. has been in the hands of Gov. Dunne for 
some time, and his sudden retirement today 
followed the Institution of an investigation 
of alleged cruelty to inmates by guards. 


Drawn by Lucey. 

Charges of cruelty toward the inmates, 
working them overtime and without hours 
for recréation, and of financial inability were 
preferred today. They were drawn up by 
Attorney General Lucey at the request of 
Gov. Dunne. 

They are the result of an investigation of 
the conditions at the reformatory made last 
week by Special eee Florence E. Sul- 
livan. 

The charges will be 0 regardless of 
the resignation. 


Worked for Many Hours. 

Among the charges are those that Russell 
permitted the guards to beat and kick the 
boys and use a strip of rubber in beating 
them: that they have been worked from 7:80 
a. m. to 5 p. m. without any recreation and 
with but an hour off for dinner, whereas the 
law provides that they shall not be worked 
more than three hours continuously without 
recreation. 

It is alleged the boys have been worked in 
this manner in order to make chairs for the 
Western Fiber company, a company of which 
Supt. Russell does not know the names of the 
president, secretary, or directors or anything 
about its financial standing and which now 
owes the state $17,000. 


Russell Replies to Charges. 

In a statement made tonight Mr. Russell 
said he considered his retirement the best 
thing for the good of the institution, and 
added that the “clafmor and commotion 
caused by those wishing a change on political 
grounds was no doubt embarrassing to the 
members of the board of managers, and 
that his desire to relieve them of this embar- 
rassment was a factor in his decision. 

In regard to the delinquency of the Western 
Fiber company in accourte with the institu- 
tion Mr. Russeell said the amount due the 
state was about $10,000, and that this ac- 
count was thoroughly secured to the state.

ASSASSIN COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Student Who Slew Official Practices 
Hara-Kiri. 


TOKIO, Sept. 11.—About 100 Japanese ma- 
rines, according to announcement by the 
foreign office today, have been landed at 
Nanking. They are intended for protection 
only, the foreign office says. No other forces 
have been sent ashore, according to the an- 
nouncement. 

One of the assassins of Director Muriaro 
Abe of the Japanese foreign office committed 
hara-kiri today by plunging a sword into his 
abdomen. 

The assassin was a student He ended his 
life in the home of a lawyer, where he had 
ned after the crime. 

The student sat on a map of China as he 
took his life. His death came while the body 
of Mr. Abe was being taken to the grave with 
mititary honors. 

The euicide left an exultingly couched con- 
fession, in whieh he said he assassinated the 
director “ in a delirium of rage caused by the 
murder of Japanese subjects at Nanking 

Director Abe Was attacked on Sept. 4 by 
two men, who stabbed him twice in the abdo- 
men. He died the next day. The crime was 
laid at the door of the student element. 

Massmeetings continue to be held by the 
people of Tokio as a protest against the for- 
eign pollev of the Japanese government.

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OUT OF THE DARE. 

Tux Trisune has received a long letter 
from one of its readers who objects to the 
plain speaking as well as other features of 
“How to Keep Well.” It is an interest- 
ing production, this letter, not because the 
judgments it expresses are novel or original, 
but for the opposite reason—because they 
represent a state of mind, an attitude toward 
life as old perhaps as the race. 

We do not refer to the evidences of per- 
sonal envy and bias, although they, too, be- 
gan at the beginning, but to the attitude 
illustrated in objections to references to 
venereal disease.

banderlog, wisdom of the ostrich. 

At the recent international congress of 
physicians and surgeons in London, the

TARIFF IN THE MAKING. 

The Democratic tariff revision measure, 
having been industriously tinkered in the 
penate, passes now to conferences where 
compromise on details of difference will be 
worked out and the final form of the law 
determined. 

That law, it is now settled, will provide 
for free wool and, in three years, free sugar. 
The two points were the most conspicuous 
in the revision program of Mr. Wilson and 
threatened the most serious danger from the 


party point of view of any feature of revi- 


sion. The president, though confronted by 
the protest of a powerful element in the 
solid south, has stood his ground and won. 

The changes made by the senate from the 
bill as it came from the house are numerous 
and substantial. The estimate of the aver- 
age ad valorem rate is about 26 per cent, a 
reduction of 4 per cent from that of the house 
rates and of 28 per cent from that of the 
Payne-Aldrich law. Every schedule of the 
Underwood bill, except the tobacce schedule, 
has been modified, so there is room for con- 
siderable discussion in conference. 

The additions to the free list made by the 
genate cut down the revenue producing pos- 
sibilities of the bill, it is estimated, $44,- 
000,000, to counterbalance which the senate 
has added a tax on cotton futures and on 
bananas, restored the revenue tax on bran- 
dies used for fortifying wines, and changed 
the income tax requirements so as to include 
incomes from $8,000 up and increased the 
eurtax on the larger incomes. ~ 

The creation of a tariff tax on bananas 
ought to be firmly opposed. Bananas arean 
important item in the housekeeping of our 

people of smallest means and should be kept 
as cheap as possible. The increase of the 
rate on books and ou works of art less than 
fifty years old is bad in principle and un- 
called for by conditions. , 

The changes ih the income tax rate are in 
the right direction. They bring in a class 
which can afford and will be the better for 


paying a small tax directly to the upkeep of. 


the national government, while the inclu- 
gion of new rating on very large incomes is 
consistent with the intent of the law to more 
nearly equalize the burden of taxation ac- 
cording to ability to pay. 

What the general results of the law will 
be cannot be foretold. They have been dis- 
counted by manufacturers and merchants, 
it is believed, so that serious disturbances 
will pot follow. It is hoped, on the other 
hand, that if a very important reauction 
does not appear in the cost of living at any 
rate a tonicinfluence may be introduced into 
American industry by the appearance of 
competition and that the corrupting effects 
of privilege will be diminished. 

The country will hope that the high hopes 
expressed by the president will be fulfilled 
in this measure for which he has so man- 
fully labored. It is to be hoped, however, 
that, having brought about immediate and 
downward revision of the standpat tariff, 


he will consider the need of reforming our 
methods of tariff revision and give his infiu- 
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ence to the deyelopment of a sysiem of sei- 
entific revision on the basis of the data pro- 
vided by a permanent nonpartisan expert 
commission.

On the 

other hand, the advertising doctors 

are the graduates of the weak schools, when 

they are graduates at all. They frequent- 
ly are not even graduates. 

The men of fine appearance whose faces 
grace the “ads” are nct to be seen around 
the offices. Those facés are borrowed for 
the purpose of the “ad.” The man who 
examines you when you apply for tre it- 
ment is a flim-flam artist, known as a 
case taker. The chance is that he is not 
a doctor at all.

The doctor, having gone into the adver 
tising business, does not go to the meetings 
of the medical societies nor take any part 
in medical discussions. In consequence, he 
gets further behind than when he started, 
and he started hopelessly incompetent. 

He buys some books and takes some jour- 
nals, but, not being naturally studious and 
being badly handicapped, he cannot keep 
up. The striking discoveries in medici.1¢ 
he learns about. The balance escape him. 

Therefore, the methods of his office are 
usually about five to ten years behind the 
times. 

Five to ten years constitute a long time 
in medicine. Why? How to be safe from

DE FONTENOY. 
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OTH Russia and Austria have come to 
the conclusion that they have been 
badly served by their respective am- 
bassadors during the last few years, 
and that much dissension and mis- 

understanding would have been avoided had 
their diplomatic interests been confided to 
more competent hands. 

Accordingly, Count Douglas Thurn Val- 
Sassina has béen recalled by Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph from St. Petersburg and has been 
placed on the retired list, while the czar has 
meted out a similar fate to Nicholas de Giers, 
who, for the last eighteen months, has been 
his ambassador at Vienna. 


~— 
The successor of Nicholas de Giers in the 
Austrian capital is Nicholas Schebeko, for 
some time past minister plenipotentiary at 
Bucharest, where he has contributed much 
towards the strengthening of Muscovite in- 
fluence in political and official circles and 
even in society at the expense of that of 
Germany, which had hitherto been predomi- 
nant there. 


** 

The new Austrian ambassador at St. 
Petersburg is Count Frederick Szapary. 
member of the Hungarian house of lords, an 
officer on the reserve list of the Fifth Lancer 
regiment, and hitherto one of the most 
trusted chiefs of division in the department 
of foreign affairs at Vienna. 

He is but 44 years of age and has been mar- 
ried for the last four years to Princess Maria 
von Windisch-Graetz, daughter of Prince 
Alfred von Windisch-Graetz, former prime 
minister of Austria and late president of the 
Austrian house of lords, and sister of the 
late Prince Vincent von Windisch-Graetz, 
who was attached for some time to the 
Austrian embassy at Washington, where he 
made himself much liked, and who blew his 
brains out at Rome last spring in a fit of in- 
sanity. 

The new ambassador's father was a popu- 
lar general of cavalry, who was for so many 
years premier of Hungary and one of the 
leading statesmen of the dual monarchy. 

— 

Another member of the house of Szapary, 
Count Paul, a cousin of the new ambassador, 
and who came to America for the wedding of 
Count Ladislas Szechenyi to Miss Gladys 
Vanderbilt, has been for many years preat- 
dent of the Park club, the most exclusive 
club at Budapest, and also of the Automo- 
bile club of Hungary. 

In his early life he attracted attention by 
losing half a million crowns in a single night 
at cards at the Jockey club at Vienna. 

Thereupon he turned his attention to trade 
and commerce, and has endowed Budapest 
with its finest hotel, situated on the Danube 
quay at the corner of the Corso and of the 
Eotvas terrace; has become one of the lead- 
ing directors of the International Wagon- 
Lits company, and is at the head of all sorts 
of other more or less successful industria) 
and financial enterprises. 


~>- 

Of course the failure of Count Thurn at 
St. Petersburg has revived the outcry in the 
Austrian press about the alleged folly of 
restricting the higher posts of the diplomatic 
service and of the department of foreign af- 
fairs at Vienna to the old aristocracy, which. 
it is asserted, enjoys a monopoly of all im- 
portant offices. 

Now in the first place, this charge is far 
from being justified. There are plenty of 
men of bourgéois parentage, ennobled after- 
wards, it is true, for their services, who have 
attained the rank, not merely of minister 
plenipotentiary and of ambassador, but even 
of minister of foreign affairs. 

Thus Baron Joseph von Thuguth, who was 
for a time in charge of the foreign relations 


e eee 


3 the dual monarchy, was the son of u steve- 
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dore, earning a precarious living on the 
wharves of the Danube at Vienna. 

This baron of so humble origin remains on 
record’ as the most arrogant and intensely 
vain and proud statesman who has ever been 
in charge of the department on the Ballplatz. 

One of his successors there, the late Count 
d'Aerenthal, who died while in office, was 
the grandson of a self-made man and had a 
strain of Jewish blood in his veins. 

2 

Then there was Baron von Huebner, who 
was Austrian ambassador from 1853 to 1859 
at Paris, and who, after his retirement, wrot> 
an interesting book about his travels in the 
United States. 

His name was originally Hafenbroedel. 
He was the son of a village cobbler. and ho 
owed his admission to the diplomatic service 
and his subsequent rise in rank to a peculiar 
kind of poodle dog. 

The third of the wives of the great Prince 
Metternich, the Austrian chancellor of the 
Napoleonic era and of the first five decades 
of the nineteenth century, was passionately 
fond of poodles. 

The Mops of the princess died, and, in- 
asmuch as the particular breed was believed 
to have become extinct, she was quite incon- 
solable: 

By some means or other young Hafen- 
broedel, who had just started on his career 
as a péddling tinker, was able to secure for 
the princess another Mops,” exactly re- 
sembling the one she had lost. 

Her joy was intense and she testified her 
gratitude to the young tinker by not only 
paying him handsomely, but also by finding 
him a place as messenger in the office of her 
husband. | | 

The prince eventally discovered in the™x- 
tinker the qualities of a perfect private 
secretary, conceived almost an affection for 
him, caused him to abandon the somewhat 
ridiculous patronymic of Hafenbroedel to- 
that of Huebner, and eventually gave him ® 
good berth in the diplomatic service. 

After Louis Bonaparte had made himself 
emperor of the French, as Napoleon III., the 
Austrian government was much embar- 
rassed as to whom to send as Austrian envoy 
to Paris. j 

Finally it pitched upon Huebner as ‘a suit- 
able ambassador, with the idea that,while 
his rare abilities and his diplomatic skill and 
tact would be of great value in so dimcult a 
post, his lack of lineage and of birth would 
emphasize the determination of the house of 
Hapsburg to discriminate against a monarch 
who had obtained his throne by such ques- 
tionable means as those employed by Na- 
poleon III. 

The French sovereign fully appreciated the 
motives of the court of Vienna in appointing 
Huebner, and it was largely owing to this 
covert affront that he lent the military aid 
of France to Italy in its war against Austria 
in 1859. 


1 > 
Some monarchs, like Napoleon III., resent 
the idea of self-made men being appointed 
as ambassadors to their courts. It is certain 
that diplomats recruited from the old aris- 
tocracy enjoy far superior advantages in 
capitals such as St. Petersburg, Vienna, 
Berlin, Madrid, Rome, Stockholm, and even 
London than men of more obscure origin. 
They are welcomed as people of the same 
caste by those at court and in the ranks of 
society, in the hands of whom most power 
and influence are vested, instead of being 
restricted to exclusively official 
ae contributes to the success of their mis- 
on. 1 
That is why Austria nearly always sends 
a noble of high degree as its ambassador to 
St. Petersburg, which is, next to Berlin, the 
most important and delicate post in its for- 
eign service, 8

High School Graduates 
Run Cider Distillery. 


PEAKING of cider, the real article is pro- 
duced in the heart of an orchard .on 
Western avenue, Morgan Park, and the 

distillers” are sTaduates and pupils of 
the Arlington High school. 

The “still” was uncovered yesterday by Ed- 
ward J. Tobin, county superintendent of schools, 
and a party of country life directors, with the 
assistance of Principal John H. Heil of the 
school. All of the investigators partook of the 
cider and were photograplied in the act, so évi- 
dence is complete. 

Though Morgan Park schools are not termed 
rural, the boys have given a forcible exhibi- 
tion of land reclamation and horticultural 
knowledge that fits in with the new departure 
in agriculture as an annex to the “three R's” 
in Cook county's schools. 


— : 

One block west of the Arlington school is an 
apple orchard of thirty acres, belonging to the 
George F. Harding estate, of which Ald. Hard- 
ing of the Second ward is representative. The 
orchard has been neglected for fifteen years and 
no effort at reclamation was made until the 
Morgan Park Boys’ Achievement club took hold. 
That was in last May—a late start—but the 
boys have rejuvenated eight acres through 
pruning and spraying, and intend reclaiming as 
much or more next year. 

There is no fancy horticultural glory to be 
obtained through this boys’ achievement club 
unless there is a corresponding amount of work, 
as it was explained by the president, Paul An- 
derson. The workers receive 10 cents an hour 
and participate in the general profits if they 
have worked fifty hours or more. The penalty 
of ease is no dividends, unlike some Wall street 
operations. At present there are about sixteen 
boys in the coupon clipping class. 

As an indication that there are some able 
financiers among the boy population of Morgan 
Park, it may be stated that a cider press was 
purchased for $16, after it had been arranged 
that it could be sold at a slight discount at the 
end of the season, 


— | 

The teachers found Will Everham, who enters 
the University of Illinois this autumn; Robert 
Emory, Harold Smith, Owen Price, Stuart Law- 
rence, President Anderson, and Roy Warncke 
extracting the cider with vigor. As all the rural 
life directors, and County Superintendent Tobin, 
too, were reared on farms, they took their turn 
at the press. 

At the present time the citizens of Morgan 
Park consume the entire output of the orchard, 
both apples and cider. The maximum capacity 
in cider so far has been sixteen barrels a day. 
The distribution facilities consist of a boy's 
wagon and a keg and by this means Morgan 
Park purchases its cider at 10 cents a quart 
and 30 cents a gallon, and glad to get it, being 
something of a prohibition territory. 

An additional forward to the land experiment 
that has proved profitable in interest and cash 
is a five acre cornfield adjoining the orchard, 
The boys have succeeded in raising 75 bushels 


to the acre while devoting most of their atten- 


tion to apples.

He told of administering extravenous injec- 
tions of quinine to a patient a short time ago 
and said that within a week the patient was

Dr. C. E. Terry, health officer of Jacksonville, 
Fla., in a paper on “Drug Habitués and Their 
Bearing on the Public Health and Welfare,” laid 
the blame for drug fiends upon physicians. 

He stated that 60 per cent of drug fiends be- 
come so through using drugs prescribed during 
iliness, and declared that physicians are more 
dangerous than druggists in this respect. 

He favored state legislation against physi- 
cians and druggists minimizing the practice of 
prescribing strong drugs to those addicted to 
their use. 7 

Pugene E. Howe of Wellesley college read 
a paper on “Hygienic and Physical Educa- 
tion.” which was a thesis on the teaching of 
hygiene and the facilities of sanitary inspec- 
tion in schools.

Suffragets Enter Ulster Revolt. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—The Woman's Social and 
Political union is planning to e things un- 
comfortable for Sir Edward Carson and his col- 
leagues if they fail to make provision for votes 
for women in the new constitution they are 
drafting for Ulster. 

In a letter to the Ulster leader the women 
put themselves on record as follows: 

“You and your colleagues and supporters are 
forming an Ulster government an. preparing 
an armed rebellion as a protest against being 
brought under a system of government to which 
you do not give your consent. It is precisely 
on the same principle that he militant suffra- 
gist organization refuses to submit to a gov- 
ernment without the consent of women either 
in Ulster or any other part of the kingdom.” 

Lord Loreburn, predecessor of Lord Haldane 
as lord chancellor of England, has a three col- 
umn letter in the Times this morning urg- 
ing the necessity of a conference to set- 
tle the Irish question by common consent.

Serve ex- 
ceedingly cold.

CANNED PE, end Pour hot water en 
peaches; drain off, peel them and cut in halves 
to take out the pits. Pack closely in jars and 
have ready a cooled sirup made of one pound of 
sugar and one qtart of water, boiled for fifteen 
minutes. If less Sugar is used the proportion 
of water must be greater, for it will boil away 
rapidly. Pour the sirup around peaches, filling 
the jars full; put on rubbers and seal. Put a 
rack (false bottom) in a wash boiler with a 
towel over it; set the cans of peaches in it, put- 
ting paper between the cans so that they cannot 
touch one another. Fill the boiler with cold 
water to the height of necks of the jars. Heat 
slowly, and after the boiling point is reached 
boll for ten minutes. If the rubbers push out 


they can be put back and the noise they make 


in doing so is not to be heeded. After ten min- 
utes of boiling take out the cans, and if the tops 


are not as tight as ee ee make them so. If 
Mason jars are used they can be turned upside 
down to cool. There is a theory that if there is 
any sugar in the jars it will settle, and being on 
the top when the cans are put away it will kelp 
to preserve the fruit. Three pounds of sugar 
and three quarts of water are enough to make 
a sirup for a bushel of peaches if they are well 
packed in the jars. 

It is on the packing that a great deal of suc- 
cess depends. If the peaches are not well 
packed the cans will contain no more than falt 
fruit after the cooking with the sirup in the 
bottom. This is not an ideal condition.

This method is like that which was long ogo 
used for preserving peaches uncooked... The 
peaches were packed away in warm jars; a sirup 
was made with the above proporitons of sugar 
and water and poured over them and then the 
jars were hermetically sealed. Whether these 
would keep under modern conditions, without 
the cool cellar closet of the old time, is a ques- 

“tion. An interesting old way to keep peach jam 
was to put apple jelly over it and a brandied 
paper over that. 

Our grandmothers had some strange ideas 


about fruits which are curious to read about. 
In pirkling time they used alum to stiffen up 
watermelon rinds and cucumbers. Now we know 
that it likewise stiffened up some of the mem- 
branes of those who ate the things so prepared, 
and the custom only survives among unscrupu- 
lous manufacturers of foods.

“As several requests have been made for 
cookies I reply. MORE ABOUT COOKIES: 
This time how to keep them soft or to prevent 
them from becoming hard. I have solved the 
problem, as my husband uses them as a substi- 
tute for bread. I make a good many kinds, but 
mostly ginger cookies. After baking four or 
five dozen, when they are done I place them in 
a stone jar, tin can, or paper box. Then I fill 
paper paraffin lined cracker boxes (pound 
boxes) and put them in the tin breadbox. 
Cookies are usually hard when first baked, but 
in a day or two they will soften, As fast as 
they are used up I refill the jar. 

My ginger cookies are made as my mother 
made them when I was a child. One cup of 
molasses (Orleans or sorghum), one cup of 
sugar, one cup of lard (or lard and butter 
mixed, one cup boiling water poured on two 
teaspoons of soda, and add a heaping tea-

spoon*of baking powder (my mother did not 
use baking powder). I use baking powder to 
avoid using too much soda. Add salt, ginger, 
and cinnamon. If you use butter, heap the cup, 
as it does not shorten like lard or dripping; 
still it is better. Flour to mix as soft as con- 
venient to roll. I use a gas oven, but as I ha ve 
no shallow pans 1 turn pans upside down and 
bake on the bottom. . 07

Activities of Children. 

May I offer a few suggestions to the mother 
who asks how she may best direct the activi- 
ties of her two small daughters? 

“First, the play of children is not recrea- 
tion in the sense of being a side issue, a c ge 
or relaxation from the business of life. That 
is the whole meaning of adult ‘play,’ but in 
the child world play ts the main business of 
life; the most elaborate or even finished toys 
dwarf his imagination. Give him or her raw 
material of every kind—blocks, sticks, sand, 
clay, paper, pebbles, tin cans, boxes, twigs, etc., 
etc. The child wants things to create and 


needs only a little guidance in the W 
Teach the little girls to use their senses, too, 
for now is the golden time for sense training. 

“Another thing that I think every mother 
should do for her children is to stock her 
mind with stories—the best, of course, that the 
world bas to offer. Story telling, the « atting 
of paper illustrations, and the crude, bus often 
surprisingly true action out of the tales fur- 
nish never ending fun for any child. And, by 
the way, reading the story aloud ts not al- 
ways a good substitute for telling it. 

“Many stories—the long ones and those 
whose beauty of style will not stand tamper- 
ing with, should be read. But, oh, many a tale 
should come to che little one direct, vitalized 
by the eyes, the voice, the expression the 
story teller! And the best story teller is the 
mother. 

“In conclusion, I want to make a plea for 
plenty of group play. The games of childhood 
are a marvelous study, and they serve the 
noble purposes of awakening in the child his 
social sense, of developing in him or her a feel- 
ing for others and for himself or herself as 
part of the whole; also self-control, obedience 
to law (the rule of the game), and cobpera tion, 
as opposed to the fierce individualism of child 
and savage life. Girls need the training as 
much as boys, perhaps more, because they have 
had always less than their share. 

“And now that women are called. to take 
their part in civic life and the control of the 
larger family—the community—they must be 
trained to codperate, to work together for the 
common good. So I would urge this mother, 
if she live anywhere near a playground, to en- 
courage her girls to join in the classes and in 
group and team games. It will mean better 
citizenship in after years. A child must play 
if he would grow up into perfect, all round 
development, and he must have have the right 
spportunity for the necessary kinds of play.

STEERSMAN LOSES WAY. 


Maroons Boat in Mud; When 
Freed Engine Breaks Down; 
Saved by Police. 


Tales of harrowing experiences in the thick 
woods and on the muddy banks along the 
drainage canal are being told by Mrs. H. 8. 
Mille of Oak Park and seven women who 
were her guests on a launch ride from Chi- 
cago to Joliet yesterday. None of the women 
was able to see callers yesterday. 

The launch party was made up of Mrs. H. &. 
Millis. wife of Herbert S. Mills, president of 
the Mills Novelty company, who was hostess; 
Mre. H. F. Mann, Austin; Mra. T. Sullivan, 
Oak Park: Mra. Frank Doherty, Mrs. Milton 
Gantsart, Mrs. Bdward McDonald, Mre. M. 
J. O'Leary, and Mrs. J. J. Kelly of Austin. 


Party Leaves in Morning. 

They left the Columbia Yacht club barge 
in a launch at 9:80 e’clock Tuesday morning, 
bound for Joliet. 

They reached Joliet without mishap about 
8:59 in the afternoon. When they started 
back a telephone message was sent to the 
yacht club, which stated the party would 
arrive at 9 o'clock and requested that automo- 
biles bs waiting to take them home. 

Capt. Chris Carlson. who ran the launch, 
became confused shortly after leaving Joliet 
and steered the boat into the old canal. The 
m.stake was not discovered until the boat 
ran aground. 


Work Four Hours on Boat. 

They were not discovered until they had 
wpent four hours getting the boat into deep 
water. They were towed into the main 
channel by fishermen. After they had gone 
quite a distance it was discovered that the 
propeller had been broken and that most 
of their gasoline had been used in trying to 
get free. 

The boat chugged along with only one pro- 
peller blade for several miles. 

The engine finally stopped dead in the 
middle of the canal. Assisted by two of the 
women, Capt. Carison 8 the big boat to 
the bank. 


Land in Mud and Woods. 

According to Mrs. Mills, the place where 
the boat landed was the “ muddiest spot on 
the canal.” 

“ We were man awful x.“ she sad. We 
knew we were miles from the nearest hotel. 
and we did not even have heavy wraps. We 
climbed out of the boat to the muddy bank 
and made a survey of the surrounding coun- 
try. We waded in mud and clambered over 
logs and through thickets, and occasionally 
we would all sit down and hold a council of 
war. 

We talked and rested until we came near 
a house at Willow Springs. It was too late 
to disturb anyone, so we built a big fire and 
stood around it. Capt. Carlson went to the 
hotel for some Coffee, and while he was gone 
we were discovered by the officers from the 
police boat.“

In court Moseley appeared nervous whilc 
the Heyne ald read the defendant's lengthy

How long are you going to be?" Moseley 
asked, drawing out his watch, “I won't takc 
long in the defense. I've got an appointment 
and I can’t waste time on this case. There 
isn’t a cent in it for me.” 

“I'm here to convict these men and hang 
them if possible," Mr. Malato angrily re- 
tored, and if you are half a lawyer you will 
do your best for them.” 

“ Well, lawyers ought not to have to give up 
their time for charity cases, replied the de 
fendant’s lawyer. Here I don't get a cent 
and maybe I lose $300.” 

Taylor took the stand in his own defense 
just as court adjourned.

Analysis of the full pamphlet report issued 
yesterday by the Illinois Central railroad 
covering the fiscal year ended June 30 last 
shows net earnings applicable to dividends 
on the stock equal to a small fraction over 
the 6 per cent paid out in dividends.

The road showed a big improvement during 
the year, with the largest gross in its his- 


tory, total transportation revenue reaching 
$63,747,632, compared with $54,285,000 a year 
ago, a round gain of 9.4 per cent. Of this 
gain freight revenue showed the best im- 
provement, whereas last year it fell off, and 
the 1911 report showed ho such gain. Pas- 
senger earnings continue to grow moderately.

New York, Sept. 10,—The Iron Age tomor- 
row will say 

“The heavy rate of steel consumption and 
the fact that users generally are carrying 
light stocks and making close connection 
with the mills are both indicated by the steel 
corporation's statement just issued. Unfilled 
orders at the end of August were 5,223,508 
tons, a falling off of 175,848 tons, or about 
75,000 tons less than the expected decrease. 
New orders in August were at no less a 
rate than 33,000 tons a day. and cancella- 
tions were insignificant. The rate of new 
business is more surprising in view of the 
light railroad buying, and the policy of 
buyers to avoid long time contracts while 
prices are in process of readjustment, 

„The smallness of the August reduction in 
business on the steel corporation's books 
compared with 408,000 tons in July, 517,000 
tons in June, and 674,000 ions in May, is in 
line with the very moderate reductions in 
prices thus far made. There has been no 
drastic cutting and it is not likely to come 
soon. 

„With all the complaint of {ts meagerness, rull- 
road buying has not dried up. Bridge orders for 
the week amounted to 11,000 tons, of which 5,500 
went to independent works. Rail orders of moder- 
ate size keep coming In. The Erie has just bought 
4.000 tons, the Lehigh Vailey and the Southern 
Pacific 2.500 tons each, the Miesouri, Kansas and 
Texas 75,000 tons, and the Nickel Plate 5.50u tone 
The Boston and Maine has ordered 1,000 cars and 
4,500 center sills, the whole calling for about 12,000 
tons of steel, and the St. Paul has distributed 
orders for 2,500 cars.
